RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Demand   continued  broad  for  fed   cattle  with 
moderate  supplies  and  higher  wholesale  meat 
prices  the  major  influencing  factors.     Slaugh- 
ter steers  sold   strong  to  $1.00  higher,  with 
Choice  and  Prime  grades  generally  showing  the 
most  upturn.      Slaughter  heifers  were   steady  to 
500  higher.     Slaughter  cows  sold  steady  to  500 
lower,   this  the  fifth  consecutive  week  of  de- 
cline.    Feeder  cattle  and    calf  demand  was 
broad  and  prices  were  steady  to  500  higher. 
Barrows  and  gilts  sold  25-750  higher,  while 
sows  were  250-$l.OO  higher.     Slaughter  lambs 
closed  the  week  steady  to  $1.00  lower. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  The  last  full 
week  in  July  was  featured  by  a  continuation  of 
the  higher  price  trend  on  slaughter  steers  and 
heifers  which  has  been  in  vogue  all  month.     The 
advance  was  accelerated,   as  marketings  continued 
moderate,   average  weights  continued  to  run  much 
lighter  than  a  year  ago,   and  wholesale  dressed 
steer  and  heifer  prices  advanced   sharply.     In 
the  Chicago  carlot  beef  trade,   steer  carcasses 
reached  the  highest  levels  since  early  February. 
At  mid-west  markets,    slaughter  steers  finished 
strong  to  $1.00  higher,   kinds  grading  high-Good 
and  better  weighing  more  than  1,10C#  in 
best  demand  and  generally  500  or  more  higher, 
rtrices  reached  the  highest  levels  since  last 
spring  and  average  weights  at  some  points  were 
the  lightest  in  several  years.     Heifers  gener- 
ally steady  to  500  higher,   and    as  much  as  $1.00 
up  in  Chicago.     Heifers  under  900#  and 
particularly  under  850#  slowest  to  sell. 
The  supply  of  cows  increased  and  prices  were 
steady  to  500  lower,     bulls  also  steady  to  500 
lower.     Vealers  steady  to  $1.00  lower  at  major 
small  stock  markets.     The  percentage  of  Prime 
steers  in  Chicago  increased   slightly  to  8  per- 
cent,    highest  in  nearly  three  months.     At  most 
market*  including  Chicago,  bulk  of  the  steers 
and  heifers  graded  Good   and  Choice.

27.00,     most  Good  grade  $23.00-26.00  and  Standard 
down  to  $20.00. 

Slaughter  heifers:     Choice  heifers  $25.00- 
26.25,     mixed  Choice  and  Prime  reaching  $27.00 
at  Chicago.     Bulk  Good  grade  $22.00-24.75, 
Standard  down  to  $19.50. 

Slaughter  cows:     Utility  and  Commercial 
$14.00-16.50,  mostly  $16.00  down.     Canner  and 
Cutter  largely  $11.50-14.75  except  increased 
showing  Canner  down  to  $10.50  at  southern  Corn 
Belt  markets. 

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of  feed- 
er cattle  and  calves  at  terminal  markets  con- 
tinued moderate   as  the  month  of  July  drcr  to  a 


close.     Supplies  at  Kansas  City  and  Wichita 
were   somewhat  larger  than  in  other  recent  weeks 
but  over-all  marketings  showed  little  evidence 
as  yet  of  the  seasonal  expansion  in  the  move- 
ment of  cattle  off  grass  to  market.     Good  late 
July  pasture   conditions  coupled  with  the  cur- 
rent bullishness  in  the  slaughter  cattle  market 
slowed  marketings  from  some  of  the  more  impor- 
tant plains  grazing  areas  where  the  movement  in 
prior  years  often  was  accelerated  at  this  stage 
of  the  grazing  season.     Over-all  quality  was 
little  different  than  the  previous  week.  Medium 
to  average  Choice  grades  predominated.     Favora- 
ble pasture   conditions,   abundant  stockpiles  of 
grainfeeds  and  further  substantial  upturns  in 
slaughter  cattle  prices  encouraged  a  good  de- 
mand and  feeder  classes  sold   steady  to  500  high- 
er.    Feeder  buyers  displayed  considerable 
interest  in  fleshy  cattle   suitable  for  a  short 
turn  in  drylot  and  moderate  numbers  of  partly 
fattened,   two-way  steers  were  routed  into  feed- 
er channels.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -     Hog  prices  were 
uniformly  higher  around  the  market  circuit  for 
the  third  consecutive  week.     Packer  and   shipper 
demand  was  very  broad,   particularly  in  the  mid- 
west.    Barrows  and  gilts  sold  25-750  higher, 
mainly  50-750  up  in  the  west.     At  several 
markets  the  extreme  top  price  was  the  highest 
recorded  in  four  years.     Buyers  aggressive  for 
consignments  scaling  under  200$  since  these 
kinds  made  up  a  seasonally  large  portion  of  the 
receipts.     Butchers  over  250$  were  relatively 
scarce.     Sows  were  250-$l.OO  higher,  excluding 
St.   Louis  which  was  steady  to  250  lower  on 
weights  over  400$.     In  general  hog  receipts  were 
slightly  increased  at  the  twelve  markets,  but 
at  Chicago  the  five-day  supply  was  the  smallest 
in  several  years.     Sows  comprised  between  8  and 
27  percent  of  the  receipts.

Competition  for  the  reduced  marketings  prompted 
price  strength  on  early  sessions  but  lower 
dressed  lamb  prices  counteracted  the  initial 
price  bulge  and  closing  levels  were  lower  at 
most  terminals.     Compared  with  the  previous 
week's  close,   spring  slaughter  lambs  were 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  aside  from  small  advances 
registered  at  Denver  and  St.   Paul.     Slaughter 
ewes  were  uneven,   largely  steady  to  500  lower.

BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 
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Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted 
wool  in  the  Boston  market  was  very  dull 
but  prices  held  firm.  Woolen  wools  and 
noils  were  also  slow  at  unchanged  rates. 

There  were  only  occasional  sales  of 
medium  grade  fleece  wools  in  the  midwest. 
Twelve  months  wools  continued  to  be  moved 
in  Texas  at  slightly  higher  prices  while 
sales  in  the  territory  States  were  ex- 
tremely limited. 

Auctions  remained  closed  in  Australia 
and  South  Africa  while  crutchings  were 
slightly  higher  at  Wanganui,  New  Zealand 
with  local  mills  active  on  good  style  and 
the  United  States  the  main  buyer  of  aver- 
age style  crutchings.  Fleece  wools  were 
slightly  easier  while  there  was  keen 
general  competition  for  second  shear  wools 
at  slightly  higher  prices.  Turnover  at 
Montevideo  was  very  light  while  carpet 
wool  prices  in  Buenos  Aires  were  reduced 
due  to  a  change  in  the  rate  of  the  peso. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  60/6 2s  good 
French  combing  and  staple  fleece  wool  sold 
from  $1.16-1.18  clean  basis  while  graded 
56/58s  staple  and  good  French  brought 
around  $1.08-1.09  and  graded  50/54s  staple 
fleeces  moved  around  $1.07-1.08  clean. 
Country  graded  medium  fleece  wools  sold  at 
an  estimated  clean  price  of  $1.04-1.05 
delivered  East. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good 
French  combing  and  staple  territory  wool 
sold  at  $1.27  clean  basis  while  original 
bag  fine  and  half-blood,  with  an  edge  of 
three-eighths,  brought  $1.20-1.22  and 
original  bag  half  and  three-eighths  good 
French  combing  and  staple  moved  at  $1.16- 
1.18  clean.

Mohair  -  The  mohair  market  was 
dormant.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Steer  beef  sold  steady 
to  $2.00  higher  with  the  major  upswing  at  New 
York.   Cow  beef  was  steady  to  mostly  500  lower; 
veal  steady  to  $1.00  lower;  and  calf  prices  at 
New  York  fully  $2.00  lower.  Spring  lamb  sold 
steady  to  $2.00  lower,  with  New  York  and  Phil- 
adelphia showing  full  $1.00  decline;  pork  loins 
steady  to  $3.00  higher,  with  upturns  of  $2.00- 
3.00  at  New  York.  Spareribs  were  steady  to 
$1.00  lower;  fresh  skinned  hams  and  Boston 
butts  steady  to  $3.00  higher. 

At  New  York,  prices  were  5O0-$1.5O  higher 
for  kosher  steer  forequarters  and  mostly  $1.00 
lower  for  lamb.  Kosher  veal  and  calf  fore- 
saddles  sold  $1.00-2.00  lower  than  a  week  ago. 

Early  receipts  normal  in  all  divisions, 
but  only  moderate  late.  Inshipments  decreased 
notably  for  steer  beef  and  spring  lamb.  Trading 
active  for  steer  and  heifer  beef  and  pork  on 
all  sessions,  except  pork  was  slow  at  close  in 
Baltimore.  Demand  for  steer  beef  broadened 
progressively  at  most  markets  and  prices  closed 
at  high  for  week.  Advances  of  around  $3.00- 
4.00were  scored  on  Choice  chucks  and  hind- 
quarters at  New  York.   Clearance  was  good  at 
all  points.   Cow  beef  outlet  was  fair.  Veal 
movement  only  fair  while  at  New  York,  calf  met 
very  poor  outlet.  Some  veal  and  calf  was 
unsold  at  Eastern  markets.

Supplies  of  steer  and  heifer  beef,  veal 
and  spring  lamb  were  moderate.

LAMB  CROP  DOWN  4  PERCENT 

The  1962  lamb  crop  totaled  20,  358,  000  head,   4  percent  less  than  the 
21,  277,  000  lambs  saved  in  1961,    but  2  percent  above  the  1951-60  average, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     This  was  the  largest  decline  in 
the  lamb  crop  for  any  year  since  1949.     The  13  Western  sheep  States  (11 
Western  States,   South  Dakota  and  Texas)  produced  4  percent  fewer  lambs 
in  1962  than  a  year  earlier,    but  6  percent  more  than  average.     The  lamb 
crop  in  the  35  Native  sheep  States  (excludes  13    vVestern  States)  was  5 
percent  smaller  than  last  year  and  5  percent  below  average. 

The  number  of  breeding  ewes  1  year  old  and  older  on  farms  and  ranches 
January  1,    1962  was  down  4  percent  from  1961,   and  ewe  lambs  under  1  year 
old  were  10  percent  below  January  1,    1961. 

The  lamb  crop  percentage  (number  of  lambs  saved  per  100  ewes  1  year 
old  or  older  on  farms  and  ranches  January  1)  this  year  at  94  percent  was 
1  point  below  1961,    but  the  same  as  the  10-year  average.     The  lambing  per- 
centage in  both  the  Western  and  Native  States  was  off  1  point  from  a  year 
earlier  at  90  and  104  respectively. 

WESTERN  STATES 

The  1962  lamb  crop  in  the  13  Western  States  totaled  13,  430,  000  head — 
4  percent  below  the  14,  020,  000  lambs  saved  in  1961,    but  6  percent   above 
average.     Breeding   ewes  one  year  old  and  older  on  farms  and  ranches 
January  1,   1962  were  down  3  percent  from  1961.     The  number  of  early  lambs 
(dropped  before  March  15)  in  the  Western  States  was  1  percent  less  than  a 
year  earlier.     In  Texas,    where  approximately  15  percent  of  the  Nation's 
lambs  are  produced,    the  1962  lamb  crop  was  6  percent  below  1961,    but  11 
percent  above  average.    The  Texas  lambing  percentage  at  75  compares  with 
79  a  year  ago  and  the  average  of  74.     In  the  13  Western  States  the  lamb  crop 
was  larger  in  2  States  and  smaller  in  the  remaining  11  States. 

NATIVE  STATES 

The  lamb  crop  at  6,  928,  000  head  in  the  35  Native  sheep  States  was  5 
percent  below  the  7,  257,  000  lambs  saved  in  1961  and  5  percent  below  average. 
The  smaller  lamb  crop  resulted  from  a  4  percent  drop  in  ewes  and  a  1  point 
reduction  in  lambing  percentage.     In  the  35  Native  States  the  lamb  crop  was 
smaller  in  23  States,   unchanged  in  7  States,    and  larger  in  5  States.

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SHIPMENTS  OF  STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP 
JUNE   1962 

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  8  selected  North 
Central  States  during  June  1962  totaled  270  thousand  head,    2  percent  less 
than  the  number  shipped  in  during  June  last  year.     Of  the  total  cattle  and 
calves  received  in  these  8  States  during  the  month,   122  thousand  moved 
through  public  stockyards--5  percent  below  June  1961.     Direct  receipts  of 
cattle  and  calves  during  June  1962  amounted  to  148  thousand  head,   or  2  per- 
cent more  than  a  year  earlier.     The  direct  movement  in  June  was  55  percent 
of  the  total,    compared  with  53  percent  a  year  earlier.     Cattle  and  calves 
shipped  into  these  States  during  January-June  1962  totaled  2,104  thousand 
head,    3  percent  less  than  the  January-June  1961  total. 

June  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  into  these  8  North 
Central  States  amounted  to  183  thousand  head.     This  was  29  percent  above 
June  1961.     Of  the  total  received  during  the  month,    63  thousand  came  through 
public  stockyards--10  percent  more  than  June  1961.     The  June  1962  number 
received  direct  totaled  120  thousand  head,    41  percent  more  than  a  year 
earlier.     During  January-June  1962,    shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep 
and  lambs  into  these  States  totaled  934  thousand  head,    slightly  less  than  the 
January-June  1961  total.
